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AMERICA AND ENGLAND. 

The English author Napier says of his countrymen: 
“Very subject to false impressions are the English, and 
being proud of this credulity, as if it were a virtue, they 
cling to error with a tenacity proportionate to its gross- 
ness.” 

The men who control English public opinion are ex- 
erting themselves just new to conciliate the good will of 
the United States, but in attempting to do this they ap- 
pear to be controlled by those false impressions of which 
Napier speawks, accepting as representative of American 
public sentiment, visiters from the New World, who 
represent nobody but themselves, or at the most, a class 
who are by no means controlling in this country. It will 
take very much more than good dinners, admission to 
royal functions and fulsome speeches to accomplish the 
result intended. It will require, we fear, a change in 
English public policy in its relations to this country, such 
as we have no reason to expect, and, perhaps, no right 
to ask. 

The functions of the after-dinner speakers who repre- 
sent us at the Court of St. James, and even those of the 
Administration at Washington, are limited. Back of 
them lies public sentiment that they must consider in of- 
ficial action if they hope to establish better relations with 
England upon an enduring foundation. We shall not 
sell our birthright for a mess of pottage and we are not 
likely to adopt English methods or British policies on 
this side of the Atlantic. What we demand is the dis- 
tinct recognition, in some form, of the same right to con- 
trol in our own sphere that England demands for herself, 
and a clear understanding as to the limitations of our 
several spheres. 

Even in their attempt to win us with social kindness 
the English display their usual awkwardness and ignor- 
ance. We duly appreciate the courtesies shown by the 
Prince of Wales to the excellent body of gentlemen in 
uniform from Boston, but we do not forget the manner 
in which Gen. Grant, who really represented the great- 
vess of the Republic, was received by this same Prince 
of Wales. As Badeau tells us in his volume of “Grant 
in Peace,” when Grant was received in the palace at 
Belgium, “the careful courtesy that marked every cir- 
cumstance of the evening was in striking contrast with 
the offensive etiquette of Marlborough House, or even 
the strange ceremonial of Windsor. The King of the 
Belgium is a Bourbon, just as blue in blood as a Guelph, 
and according to all the rules of precedent, just as much 
of a sovereign as any named in the Almanach de Gotha;; 
but he did not fear to lessen his dignities or disturb his 
throne by treating the ex-President of the United States 
with the same courtesy he would have offered to Isa- 
bella of Spain or Bomba of Naples. At the dinner given 
at the palace to Gen. Grant, “after every guest had 
received some courtesy from the sovereigns, the King 
approached Mrs. Grant and offered her his arm, and 
then requested Gen. Grant to take the Queen to dinner. 
The King and Mrs. Grant preceded the General and 
the Queen, then the other guests followed in the order 
assigned them.” 

In England, as Badeau shows, “if George Washing- 
ton, Abraham Lincoln, and General Grant could all re- 
turn to earth and attend a levee, at the same time with 
the king of some cannibal island, and his barbarous 
cousins, the royal savages would be ranged in a line 
with the Queen and the Prince of Wales, and the Demo- 
erats would be expected to pass before them. At a din- 
ner to which Grant was invited by the Prince of Wales, 
he was deliberately put as near as possible to the foot 
of the table, and every Englishman who could claim no- 
ble rank was given place above him. The Dukes 
and Earls took good care to assert their right of prece- 
dence over him. He was not invited to join the select 
company that gathered after the dinner in one of the 
drawing rooms to listen to music. “The Prince pre- 
sented Gen. Grant to the Earl of Dudley, one of the 
worst bred men in any country in any company; and his 
lordship was worthy of his reput.tion on this occasion, 
for he almost turned on his heel. He put his hands be- 
hind him and simply acknowledged the Prince’s intro- 
duction with a slight bow, almost a nod, said not one 
word and left the group.” In India Grant received much 
courtesy, but there were indications there that the au- 
thorities had received instructions from home not to pay 
too much deference to the ex-President. 

This may seem unimportant, but it is significant of 
that difference between the English and the American 
point of view which makes a cordial understanding with 
England difficult. The utmost that could be expected of 
the Americans is that they should be willing to drive in 
double harness with their brethren of common origin, 
common literature, kindred religion, and all that sort of 
thing, but England will wait a long while before she 
ean carry out any line of policy which involves our tak- 
ing a back seat. It is because we do not believe she 
has a sincere purpose of giving us any other that we at- 
tach so little significance to current talk about an alli- 
ance between England and the United States. 


Considerable gossip is naturally in circulation as to 
the officer who will be selected to succeed Gen. Batch- 
elder. Col. C. G. Sawtelle seems to have the best 
chance. Secretary Lamont is expected to notify the 
Department at any time now of the officer who has been 
selected for the billet. In the event of the promotion 
of one of the four Colonels, of which there is not a 
doubt, other promotions will occur in the Quartermaster’s 
Department, as follows: Lieut. Col. William B. 
Hughes, to be Colonel; Maj. John V. Furey, to be Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, and Capt. Charles A, Booth, to be 


Major, leaving a vacancy in the grade of Captain, to 
be filled by transfer from the line. 


In accordance with the recommendation of Surg. Gen. 
Sternberg, plans are being prepared in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department for alterations, repairs and additions to 
the hospitals at Leavenworth and the Presidio, Cal. Gen. 
Sternberg is determined to put these structures in good 
sanitary shape for the reception of the sick. 


Orders have been received at the Navy Yard, Norfolk, 
Va., to have all the furniture for the new battleships 
Kentucky and Kearsarge, now being built at Newport 
News, made at this yard. The furniture for the cabins is 
to be of mahogany, and that of the wardrooms of oak. 
The work is ordered to ~oceed as rapidly as the material 
can be obtained. 


Hazing at West Point has received a serious blow by 
the sentence imposed upon Cadet Elliott H. Rand. Ac- 
cording to information which has reached the War De- 
partment, the court martial which tried Cadet Rand 
last week for compelling “‘Plebes” Harris and Neely to 
stand on their toes reached a verdict on Saturday. Rand 
is understood to have been sentenced to one year’s con- 
finement with deprivation of all privileges, including his 
three months’ furlough next year. After the cadets 
return to barracks, Rand will also be obliged to walk 
a tour of duty every Saturday afternoon, while his com- 
panions are at liberty. The information received shows 
that Rand was not directly connected with the hazing 
of the two “plebes,” and he made a strong defense to 
substantiate his denial. The severity of the sentence 
imposed upon him, however, will, it is believed, prevent 
future hazing. 


Paymr. Gen. Stanton is to be complimented on the 
strong fight he is making to protect the officers of his 
corps from possible losses by reason of the enforcement 
of the recent civil service proclamation issued by the 
President. As was stated in the “Journal” at the time, 
Gen. Stanton saw the effect the order would have upon 
the officers of his corps in the matter of the appointment 
of their clerks and presented it to the Secretary, with 
the suggestion that some modification be made. Under 
the condition proposed by the order, the Civil Service 
Commission would have the appointment and assignment 
of clerks, and the officers would have to depend upon 
men whom they did not know to take care of the Gov- 
ernment funds entrusted to them. In addition, Gen. 
Stanton pointed out the military effect of the proposed 
condition. Secretary Lamont referred the matter to the 
commission, which sent a representative to Gen. Stanton 
to discuss the matter with him. After considering the 
General’s communication, and its representative’s re- 
port, the commission informed the Secretary that no 
modification, in its opinion, was desirable. 


The American Ordnance Co. and the Maxim Gun Co. 
have notified the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, 
that they will submit their respective types of machine 
guns for test next week. These guns are submitted in 
competition with the Colt machine gun, fifty of which 
was ordered in February last by the Department. The 
report of the trial of the Colt gun was made some days 
ago to the Department, but the results were not alto- 


gether satisfactory, due in part to the bad 
character of the ammunition. The same am- 
munition, however, will be tried with the MHotch- 


kiss and Maxim guns and the authorities will be able to 
make a comparison of the value of the three weapons. 
The board which will conduct the trial will be that 
which tested the Colt gun and will be composed of Lieut. 
N. E. Mason, Prof. Philip R. Alger and Ensign N. E. 
Twining. Upon the result of this competition depends 
a contract of seventy-five machine guns. Upon the re- 
quest of Dr. Gatling the Gatling machine gun was tested 
on Thursday last at the Proving Grounds. 


A reference to our Army Gazette will show that the 
details of artillery officers to the school at Fort Monroe 
were made during this week. The officers from the 5th 
Art. were not ordered, as the Department found some 
irregularity in the recommendation of the Colonel, which 
necessitated its return for revision. With the artillery 
details out of the way, all the important assignments of 
officers have been completed. There still remain the 
designation of an officer as commandant of cadets at 
West Point, which will be announced in November, and 
the assignment of the men who will pass their final ex- 
aminations for commissions in September. There have 
been some assignments of additional 2d Lieutenants, and 
a number of officers are expected to be retired next 
month; yet the probabilities of any enlisted men securing 
vacancies in the commissioned force is exceedingly re- 
mote. As heretofore explained, there is no likelihood of 
the graduates of 96 being assigned before the next class 
graduates, and any vacancies which may occur after 
July 1 of next year will have to be reserved for that 
year’s class. The Department can do nothing in the mat- 
ter but sit by and hope for an increase in the Army at 
the next session of Congress. 


Secretary Herbert will leave Washington next week 
for Alabama, where he will cast his vote. In anticipation 
of his departure, he is making an effort to get the armor 
investigation now in progress, in such shape that it can 
be prosecuted during his absence as readily as if he were 
on the ground personally supervising it. No conclusions 
can be drawn from the results so far obtained from the 
investigation. The Secretary, however, has collected a 
large amount of data, which will assist him in determin- 
ing what to say to Congress when he submits the report 


of the inquiry as to a fair price for armor plate. He 
has practically dissolved the board, consisting of Lieuts, 
A. A. Ackerman, Karl Rohrer and Kossuth Niles, hay. 
ing ordered the two last named officers to return to their 
ships. Lieut. Ackerman, however, is still on duty at 
the Department and will probably remain at that plac 
for the present, assisting the Secretary in gathering in. 
formation and in sorting that which is received. From 
the inspectors at the Armor Plate Works, from the 
works themselves, and from the attaches of the Unite 
States abroad, the Secretary has secured data. So far a 
this information goes at present, it shows that the Unite 
States has not been paying an exorbitant price for its 
armor, although there could probably be a slight reduc 
tion in the price. This conclusion may be modified by 
further data which the Secretary expects to obtain. The 
investigation proper. will be continued until November 
next, and the Secretary will then commence the con. 
pilation of the report, on this subject, which the Senate 
required him to submit. 


Important recommendations have been made to the 
War Department by Maj. Gen. Miles and the Quarter. 
master’s Department with regard to the improvement of 
posts. The Department declines to make public the dis 
tribution recommended by the Quartermaster’s Depart. 
ment. Gen. Miles’ recommendations are confined to the 
posts in the Northeast, it is understood, and are the re. 
sult of his recent exhaustive inspection of the posts of 
that section. The General believes that the artillery 
force at some of the posts in the Northeast should be in. 
creased, but this necessitates an increase in the artillery. 
The quarters of a number of these posts are insufficient 
to accommodate the force required, and this defect Gen, 
Miles is determined to remedy. He has made a number 
of recommendations with this object in view, and the 
Department is expected to act upon them within a short 
time. “Fort Montgomery, which I inspected,” said Gen. 
Miles to the “Journal” correspondent, “is a very import- 
ant stone fort built many years ago. It commands the 
entrance to Lake Champlain and the general plan of 
coast defense adopted by the War Department conten. 
plates its improvement and equipment with modern guns, 
I have no doubt that this will be done. Emplacement 
for heavy guns are being built along the Atlantic coast 
and the Pacific coast. Guns will be mounted at some of 
these places as early as December. A number of thew 
are old fortifications like Fort Warren, Fort Wadsworth, 
Fort Hamilton, Willets Point, Fort Monroe, etc., whic 
are already occupied. At these and other points high 
power guns or mortar batteries will be erected. In adéi- 
tion, buildings will be erected for the accommodation of 
artillery, to take care of these weapons and to use then 
when required. Consequently it will be necessary to 
build barracks and quarters at some of these station 
and improve others. This is to be done at Fort Hancock 
and will be accomplished at other points.” 





Important action looking to an increase in the eff- 
ciency of the Hospital Corps of the military service has 
been taken by the War Department. Since the retum 
of Surg. Gen. Sternberg from his recent inspection trip 
he has recommended that the command for instruction 
of the enlisted men of the Hospital Corps stationed 1! 
Fort Riley be disbanded. The Secretary has approve/ 
the recommendation. In place of the single company 0! 
instruction, hereafter a few extra men will be enliste/ 
and kept under instruction in each department. Tho» 
enlisted in the Department of Texas will be enlisted 4! 
Fort Sam Houston; those in the Department of Colorad 
at Fort Logan; Department of California, the Presidio 
Department of the Columbia, Fort Vancouver; Depart: 
ment of the Dakota, Fort Snelling; Department of the 
Platte, Fort Crook, and in the Department of the Mis 
souri, Forts Sheridan and Leavenworth. The schol 
of instruction in Washington, D. C., for members of the 
corps, will be continued for the use of men enlisted in the 
Department of the East. Experience has shown tha! 
few men were sent from Fort Riley to the Departmen! 
of Texas, to the Pacific slope or to the posts in Montat 
on account of the distance and cost of transportation 
Under the new arrangement men enlisted for the hoe 
pital corps or transferred to it will receive systemati’ 
instruction at the posts mentioned. It is said at tl 
War Department that the men will thus be able to ob 
tain more thorough training in nursing and cooking thal 
was possible under the old condition. Heretofore only 
such men as were enlisted in the vicinity of Fort Rile 
received instruction there, as it was too expensive t 
transport men to and from the Department of Texas ab/ 
the Pacific coast. Consequently these men were’ give! 
only such instruction as was obtainable at the posts # 
which they enlisted. War Department officials say tha! 
the disbanding of the command at Fort Riley will n0 
disturb the medical officers stationed there. They wil 
remain on duty at that post. 
















The Gatling machine gun was fired Thursday mornisf 
at the Washington Navy Yard, in the presence of Secre 
tary Herbert, Capt. Sampson, chief of the Bureau of Or? 
nance, Dr. Gatling, the inventor of the weapon, ao 
other experts. About 2,000 rounds of smokeless ammuni 
tion were fired to show the method and operation of 
gun. No attempt was made to make a rapidity record 
the best rate of fire obtained being about 500 rounds p 
minute. In the afternoon the Colt gun was fired. 
Gatling has recently been fitted with a new feed. Fift! 
of the Colt automatic guns were contracted for last F 
ruary. A new contract for seventy-five additional m 
chine guns will be made, and though, under the ruling 0! 
the Bureau of Ordnance made some time ago, crank gi 
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were debarred from the competition, Dr. Gatling was per- 
mitted to fire his gun in the presence of the Secretary, so 
as to show what it could do. 


Considerable gossip is in circulation in Army circles as 
a result of the action of Secretary Lamont in ordering 
Lieut. Col. J. W. Clous, Deputy Judge Adv. Gen., sta- 
tioned at Chicago, to make a visit to Muskegon and De- 
troit for the purpose of making an investigation into re- 
ports concerning the financial transactions of an officer 
who is awaiting orders at Detroit, who is understood to 
be Lieut. W. M. Williams, 19th Inf. 








The Engineer officers of the Navy are waiting to hear 
from the President, to learn what action is to be take 
in the case of P. A. Engr. Robert G. Denig, U. 8S. N.. 
recommended for promotion. Since the report of the ex- 
amining beard was made two additional reports have 
been received which might have influenced its action, and 
the question arises whether they will influence the action 
of the President. . 

Maj. Gen. Miles has made some important recom- 
mendations with regard to a redistribution of the artil- 
lery force on the North Atlantic coast. The regiments 
affected are understood to be the Ist, 2d, 3d and 4th. 
These regiments, in the opinion of Gen. Miles, ought to 
be divided up and stationed at points where batteries 
are being erected. For their accommodation Gen. Miles 
urges the construction of quarters. The matter is await- 
ing the action of Secretary Lamont. It is not believed 
that there will be any changes of stations until the 
fall, and then only in the case of artillery regiments. 
The cost of transportation will be small, as the com- 
mands will not have to be moved any considerable dis- 
tance. Gen. Miles has gone to Cleveland, O., to attend 
the encampment being held there. 

We commend to the attention of every one who has 
ever seen a battle, the report of one presented in an- 
other column by Mr. Isidore Louchard, to his anxious 
parents in France. It is not official, but if all the au- 
thors of official reports told as truthfully only what they 
actually saw, their reports would more nearly resemble 
this one than the larger documents found in the library 
of Rebellion Records. And to think of the controversies 
that would have been spared us if each man had limited 
himself to describing only what was really within the 
limits of his personal observation! You have built wise- 
lv, Isidore, and we commend your report as a model for 
military’ authors. 


The Ordnance Bureau has finally settled the question 
of batteries for four vessels, which have been in doubt 
for some time. These are the Chicago, Ranger, Hartford 
and the Pensacola, which has just been selected as the 
training ship for the Pacific coast. For the Hartford 
the battery will consist of thirteen 5-inch guns; four 6- 
pounders, and two field guns. That of the Ranger will 
consist of six 4-inch guns, four 6-pounders, one field gun 
and one machine gun. The Pensacola’s armament will 
be Composed of one 4-inch gun, one 6-pounder, one 3- 
pounder, one machine gun and one field gun. Fourteen 
>-inch guns will be substituted for the eight 6-inch guns 
on board the Chicago. It is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to substitute 5-inch gums for the 6-inch guns on 
hoard the Atlanta, but this will not be done for some 
time, 

Soldiers who contemplate continuing in service in the 
same organization will find it to their interest to re-enlist 
as early as practicable after discharge. It not infre- 
quently happens that men who have been out of service" 
even for a comparatively short time find that their 
places have been filled, and thus are disappointed 
in getting back into their old companies. For the past 
year or two many regiments have kept their ranks practi- 
cally full by the enlistment of desirable young men enter- 
ing the Army for the first time. As the War Department 
is quite liberal in the matter of granting furloughs te 
deserving men, those who desire a respite at the end of 
their terms can generally obtain it and still remain in 
their old companies by re-enlisting immediately after 
discharge and taking advantage of a furlough. 


‘St. Nicholas” for August has an interesting illustrated 
article called “The Tricks of Torpedo Boats,” by Ernest 
Ingersoll. “Tricksy sprites” he calls them, too, in their 
latest stage of development. “Small, sleek and. swift,” 
of an olive green color which enables them to almost 
eserpe observation as they glide through the water, it 
sooms as if no nets or other devices might protect 
i ship from their attack, nothing except the unremitting 
vigilance which is the only real defense against their 
advance. The torpedo boat of to-day'is so small and 
light as to be carried upon the deck of a warship, yet 
greater lightness is now promised by constructing them 
of aluminum. As to swiftness, one of the latest ones 
ordered for the British Navy has accomplished the feat 
of going 35°%4 miles an hour—the highest speed ever made 
by any boat. The torpedo boat now at Newport (or 
there whem the article was written), is, the author says, 
“under orders to attack every warship that she learns 
is approaching the port” and “nobody will begrudge Jack 
the joy he gets out of it.” The training this gives to offi- 
vers and men must be very valuable. 


The “Scientific American” celebrates its fiftieth an- 
uiversary by issuing a special number covering seventy- 
two pages of interesting reading matter and containing a 
review of the progress of the arts and sciences during 
the half century. In it are numerous illustrations of 
various important inventions, portraits of well-known in- 
ventors, whose work it exploits, and we have also pic- 
tures of the handsome gentlemen who united their labors 
to furnish the readers of the “Scientific American” with 
their weekly budget of information thirty years ago. Of

Anyone who knew 
Cambridge then will read with keen enjoyment this de- 
scription of the restful, tranquil and sensible existence 
that was possible there, and then as we read of “The 
White Mr. Longfellow” we remember how Emerson said 
as he left the house after the poet’s funeral, “that was a 
beautiful soul.” No doubt Mr. Howell's adjective alludes 
to Mr. Longfellow’s snowy hair and beard, but it is, too, 
the childlike way of the race to call all our best and 
purest and noblest “white.” How the Russian rever- 
ences his ““White Czar;” how the French followed that 
“white” plume of Navarre; how white are the wings of 
the angels of our dreams or the faces of our loved ones. 
Mr. Howells has the happiest faculty of so describing 
his own experiences and feelings as to make his readers 
feel that he is “a friend and a brother” and this tribute 
to Longfellow is in his happiest vein. 


JEFFERSON BARRACKS. 


Troops D and H, Capts. Chase and Morgan, leave for 
the range at Arcadia July 30. Those from the range 
arrived about the Ist. The proposed transfer of the pow- 
der depot grounds to the post of Jefferson Barracks, at 
one time contemplated, has been abandoned. It was 
supposed the transfer would give more ground for cay- 
alry drill, but the sink-holes (deep depressions) multiply 
to a large extent, so as to make the place impracticable. 
An allowance of $1,200 has been made for transporta- 
tion, teams hired of citizens for carrying the troops back 
and forth from the Arcadia range. The United States 
feed the animals and drivers, and furnish the wagons. 
This is a hypothetical case of economy, as the money 
now spent would buy twelve mules, which would belong 
to the United States. The recommendation of the Act- 
ing Quartermaster General that the shelter provided for 
citizens visiting the post (falsely called a dancing pavil- 
ion) be removed, is causing some comment. Citizens com- 
ing—on Sunday last over 5,000—must be cared for, and 
in this view the electric railroad built the shelter, with 
outside conveniences. If the building is removed, the 
cars will not run on the reservation, and the garrison 
will be deprived of means of transit, as will thousands 
of the best class of citizens be debarred from seeing a 
military post, hearing the band, being in shaded woods, 
and educated as well to the proper conduct of affairs up- 
on a “gold platform.” 





WEST POINT. 

Co. B, 13th Inf., Capt. B. H. Gilman, has been at the 
target range for the past week. 

The almost incessant rains of the past fortnight have 
interfered considerably with astronomical instruction. As 
they have usually occurred on hop nights, the band con- 
certs have not been interfered with.

Sheridan, daughter of the late Gen. Sheridan, and Miss

A cadet court martial has made an unpleasant break in 
the usual routine of camp life. Col. Mills, who has just 
returned from leave, has been president of the court and 
Lieut. Dyer, Judge Advocate. The offense charged in 
each case was hazing new cadets, in cadet parlance 
“jumping plebes.”

FORT WINGATE, N. M.

In G. O. 2, July 9, 1896, Col. Huntt, 2d Cav., says: 
“The Colonel commanding extends to the officers and 
men of the command his sincere thanks for the heroic 
manner in which they fought the fire that destroyed a 
part of this garrison on the 2d inst. He compliments 
them on their splendid discipline and courage during those 
trying hours. He, by this order, makes it publicly known 
that only by the fiercest struggle in the very midst of 
the flames, by this gallant command, was the post saved. 
And it stands to-day a monument to their pluck and en- 
durance.” 

This order explains the fire at the post'on July 2. On 
very few previous occasions, in military posts were the 
flames as merciless and destructive as in the recent con- 
flagration at this place. The loss of personal property 
among the enlisted men is, one might rightly assume, un- 
precedented. One’s personal interest had to give way to 
the good of the common weal, Gen. Wheaton, the de- 
partment commander, arrived at Fort Wingate on July 
14, and is said to have expressed himself to the effect 
that ne destruction was by far greater than he had sur- 
mised.

BISMARCK ON THE CRISIS. 


(Special Cable Despatch to the “‘Sun.”) 

London, July 21.—A despatch from Hamburg to the 
“Sun’s” London office says that the following is an 
authorized expression of Prince Bismarck’s views on the 
pending European crisis: 

“The English policy is governed by anxiety about the 
conflict which England must fight out with Russia and 
France. France is striving for the Soudan, and Russia 
for India, and as England is their common antagonist in 
these aspirations they are natural allies even without a 
treaty. 

“Egypt is of great stragetic importance to England's 
position both in the Soudan and India, and is, therefore, 
now the pivot of British policy, the anxieties of which 
have been not a little enhanced by Russia’s recent atti- 
tude toward the Egyptian question. England will not 
give up Egypt,but does not feel herself a match for 
Russia and France, and is therefore casting about for 
help, hitherto, and let us hope in the future, in vain, so 
far as Germany and Austria-Hungary are concerned, 

3 But the British are tormented by another anxiety. 
lhey no longer believe entirely in the unassailability of 
their European island empire, for whereas many things 
have changed elsewhere in the last decade, England's 
system of defense is still the same as in Wellington's 
time. It suffices for her non-European countries. In 
view of the world-wide extent of her interests, she must 
have more ships on foreign coasts than Russia and 
France. But the power or powers which preponderate 
where the conflict must be decided, that is, in the Eng- 
lish Channel and the North Sea, will be victorious. 

_ “The French Channel fleet alone is already a match 
for the English, and its junction with the Russian Baltic 
fleet would = an end to England's superiority in the 
waters in which the conflict must be decided. Add to 
this that her insular position involves the danger of Eng- 
land being starved out by an enemy, so that she must 
unconditionally surrender if a victorious hostile fleet 
should succeed in cutting off her supplies. England has 
not ignored this danger, and is, therefore, working dili- 
gently at the task of increasing her Navy to such an 
extent that it will be superior under all circumstances, 
If she maintains her superiority at sea, her antagonists 
must try to convert the sea war as quickly as possible 
into a land war, and to seek a decision where all the 
gervge of the world-wide empire meet—that is, in Lon- 
aon.

The following circular of the Treasury Department, 
publishing regulations for the information and guidance 
of disbursing officers of the United States, is promul- 
gated to the Army: 

Treasury Department 
Office of the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
Washington, D. C., May 20, 18096. 

The following regulations, in the matter of the evi- 
dence required by the accounting officers as proof of pay- 
ment of vouchers, are published for the information and 
guidance of disbursing officers of the United States: 

1. Vouchers must be stated in the name of the person, 
firm, company, or corporation rendering the service or 
furnishing the articles for which payment is made. 

2. If the payee be a firm, the receipt to the voucher 
should be in the usual firm signature, signed by a mem- 
ber of the firm; if an incorporated or unincorporated 
company, the receipt should be in the company name, fol- 
lowed by the autograph signature of the officer (with his 
title) authorized to receive the money and receipt there- 
for. 

3. Evidence of the authority of the officer receipting 
for an incorporated or unincorporated company must ac- 
company the voucher unless the payment is made by a 
check drawn on a United States depository to the order 
of the company, and that fact, with the date and num- 
ber of the check and name of the depository, is stated 
on the voucher, 

4. When a disbursing officer is satisfied that an attor- 
ney or agent is authorized to receipt for his principal, 
whether an individual, firm, company, or corporation, 
the receipt of the principal by the attorney or agent will 
be sufficient, without proof of authority accompanying 
the voucher, provided that payment is made by a check 
drawn on a United States depository and payable to the 
order of the principal, and the memorandum required in 
the preceding paragraph is made upon the voucher. 

5. These regulations will not affect any additional regu- 
lutions of the several Departments, but are intended as 
a statement of all that is required by the accounting offi- 
cers as proof that payments are made to the proper 
persons, R. B. BOWLER, Comptroller.

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The “Sun” reporter has ascertained that responsib 
military experts lately have been giving renewed atten 
tion to the defenses of Halifax and Vancouver, the West 
Indies, ete., in view of the fact that, in a few years, the 
United States will become a great naval power. Only 
the other day a well-known military strategist, lecturing 
before the chief military institution, drew an alarming 
picture of London's defenseless condition. If, he de- 
clared, the Channel fleet were defeated, or lured away to 
distant fighting, England would left without her 
breastplate, and an invader could easily reach the em- 
pire’s heart. His idea was that London should be forti- 
tied like Strasburg or Metz. Three-fourths of all Eng- 
lishmen are prepared to support any scheme for in- 
creased armaments vouched for as necessary by the re- 
sponsible Ministers, and the reason of this is the uncom- 
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fortable belief that England’s position of “splendid isola- 
tion” in Europe, coupled with frequent controversies with 
America, involves serious danger which must be provided 
for. The tendency in this country until a great war has 
been fought somewhere will undoubtedly be toward in- 
creased armaments. The money appear in the estimates 
under a general head, and few Englishmen have an ade- 
quate idea how much work is being done in this direction. 


NAVAL MANEUVERS PROPOSED. 

Three fleets of the United States Navy will soon be 
conducting naval maneuvers, These are the squadrons 
which form the United States naval force on the North 
Atlantie, Pacific and Asiatic stations. Rear Adal. 
MeNair’s vessels have been exercising since May last 
and a report, which has just reached the Department 
from that officer, speaks highly of the benefit which has 
so far been derived from the maneuvers. The Phila- 
delphia and Monadnock are now at Port Angeles, where 
they will be joined by other vessels of the Pacific squad- 
ron, and then will commence the maneuvering, which 
Adml. Beardslee has planned. The flagship New York, 
and several other vessels of the North Atlantic squadron, 
are at Tompkinsville, and it is the intention of Rear 
Adml. Bunce that some of the ships of the fleet shall 
go to sea and exercise, beginning Aug. 1. It is not his 
expectation that the entire squadron can go to sea at 
this time. A number of the vessels require repairs, and 
it will probably be the middle of August before all the 
ships are ready to take part in the practice. 

The report which the Department has received from 
Adml. MeNair relates to the evolutions performed by 
four of the vessels of the Asiatic squadron in May last. 
The Olympia, Yorktown, Machias and Detroit left the 
Yang-T'se-Kiang River on May 9 for Chefoo, and dur- 
ing the voyage spent four days in maneuvering. The 
primary exercises.of steaming in squadron, etc., were 
performed and the vessels also carried out a programme of 
ordinary tactical maneuvers. Some interesting target 
practice was had and the results showed the men to be 
in a good state of efficiency in this respect. The practice 
was carried out on new lines laid down by the Admiral 
and gave entire satisfaction. A target was constructed 
sixty feet long and fifteen feet high. Individual practice 
was first conducted, each ship steaming by the target at 
a speed of six knots per hour and firing at it half the 
quarterly allowance of ammunition. The percentage 
of hits was excellent. When this work was finished, the 
vessels steamed by in squadron at the same speed and 
fired at the target. Particularly good results followed. 
Upon arrival at Chefoo, a force was landed, consisting 
of 449 officers and men, and it was practiced in the 
usual drills. Torpedo boat exercises and practice with 
torpedoes, boat tactics and extensive signaling practice 
comp!eted the exercises described in the report. Adml. 
MeNair concluded his report by stating that he consid- 
ered that great benefit had resulted from the practice. 
The men had become more efficient in the several drills 
which they were put through and the officers handled 
the ships and themselves and men in better style. He 
intended, he said, to continue the practice whenever 
the opportunity permitted. 

Rear Adml. Beardslee will assemble at Port Angeles 
the Oregon. Philadelphia, Monadnock, Bennington, and 
probably the Alert, and with these vessels will carry out 
. programme of naval maneuvers which he prepared and 
submitted to the Navy Department. The 
the Pacific squadron will be conducted at the 
Juan del Fuca, and will be very much like those which 
Rear Adml.

THE NAVY WAR RECORDS. 


Vol. III., Series 1, “Of the Official- Records of the 
Union and Confederate Navies in the War of the’ Re 
bellion,” contains a report of the operation of the Unioy 
cruisers from April 1, 1864, to Dec. 30, 1865, and of th 
Confederate cruisers from April 1, 1864, to Nov. 6, 186), 
It is a handsomely printed work, much better appearing 
than the corresponding volumes of the Army series, an 
contains excellent illustrations of the U. 8S. ship James. 
town, U. 8S. cruisers Juniata, Niagara and Sacramento, 
and the Confederate steamers Tallahassee, Stonewall and 
Shenandoah. It contains a report by Comdr. (now Adu) 
Daniel Ammen, of the exciting mutiny by a draft of 
men on board the steamer Ocean Queen, May 15, 1864, 
when Comdr. Ammen’s prompt action quelled what pron- 
ised to be a very serious outbreak, but not until after 
two seamen had been killed. Ammen was subjected to 
a trial pro forma for his participation in the shooting of 
the men, and was promptly acquitted. 

A list is given of seventy-eight U. S. vessels engaged in 
searching for Confederate cruisers during the period coy- 
ered by this report. The result of their labors in par 
is shown in a report of the seizure of the C. S. S. Fler 
ida by the U. S. S. Wachusett, at Bahia, Brazil, Oct. 7, 
1864. Fifteen of the crew of the Florida jumped over 
to escape capture; only six of them got away, the cthers 
being shot in the water. The Captain of the vessel, 
Lieut. Manigault Morris, escaped, being on shove at the 
time. Lieut. Morris did not recover his vessel, bri he 
relieved his feelings by indulging in some tall talk to the 
Brazilian Government concerning the violation of neu 
trality, saying: “I most solemnly protest against this 
most base and cowardly outrage, leaving it to my Gov- 
ernment at the proper time to claim and demand what it 
may think is due.”’ The only satisfaction he got was aa 
unoflicial communication, stating that the Government 
could not conduct official correspondence with the repre. 
sentative of a Government that had not thus far been 
recognized by any nation. 

Among the Army and Navy humors of that day was 
the administrating of the oath of allegiance to Confed- 
erates who would take it, somewhat as Squeers, the pro 
prietor of Dotheboys’ Hall, used to administer brimstone 
and treacle to his pupils. Lieut. Comdr. (now Adml,) 
Beardslee offered the men of the Florida their liberty, if 
they would take the oath, but, with one exception, they 
all declined. It used to be a standing joke in the Army 
in those days to tell a man who had caught a rattle 
snake, or other venomous reptile, ‘‘to adminster the oath 
and let him go.” 

We have also in this volume a report of the world-fa- 
mous engagement between the Alabama and the Kear 
sarge, which deprived the Confederacy of another of its 
crack cruisers. Flag Officer Barron, C. S. Navy, who ac 
knowledges in an unoflicial report the courtesy and kind- 
ness of the officers and crew of the Kearsarge to their 
prisoners, tells us that ‘‘there never was a finer, more 
resolute and determined set of fellows on board the ship 
than the men composing the crew of the Alabama—per 
fectly well drilled and disciplined, and enthusiastically at- 
tached to their ship and officers.” There were quite a 
men, certainly, on beard the Kearsarge, where 
“every man and boy in the ship displayed the utmost 
coolness, zeal and courage.” “All the men on the sick 
list voluntarily went to their quarters and rendered suc 
service as they were able to perform.” 

“The high reputation of their service was nobly sus 
tained by the Marine Guard of this ship.” We would 
call the atiention of Lieut. Fullam to the fact that “the 
marines fought the rifle gun upon the topgallant fore 
castle, under the charge of Acting Master’s Mate Charies 
if. Danforth. The action was commenced by this gaa, 
and its fire was active and effective throughout.” On 
that occasion, certainly, our naval officers found, as they 
have found on many another occasion, that a marine 
was “a handy thing to have in the house.” 

There is a very interesting account in this volume of 
the frustration by the prompt action on the part of Comdr. 


Davenport, U.S. steamer Lancaster, of an attempt to 
capture the American steamer Salvadore by a party of 
Confederates, under the command of an Acting Master 
who had written orders from S. R. Mallory, Secretary of 
the Confederate Navy, directing him, after reaching the 
high seas, to capture the vessel, arm her and go on 3 
cruise on the Pacific. Mr. Mallory said in his instruc

These are mere suggestions of the contents of this in 
teresting volume, and we congratulate Lieut.

Robert H. Weeks, on the skill anid good judgment shown 
in his work thus far.

bodies of citizens. The factors with which German mil- 
itary students work out their problems will be found 
wholly lacking here. Our military leaders will find them- 
selves in the position of a skilled workman, who is de- 
prived of his kit of tools, and who must accomplish neces- 
sary results with the rudest possible appliances. It is 
more important, therefore, that they should understand 
how others have accomplished the necessary results with 
like appliances, than to learn how results, possibly more 
satisfactory, have been obtained, with means that are 
wholly beyond their reach. 

Mr. Maguire says, in considering the work of the Ger- 
man author of the “Duties of the General Staff:” “‘Where 
are our reserves of Landwehr to occupy the Lower Nile 
while our leading troops go up the river? Where is our 
sereen of six independent cavalry divisions to show the 
Dervishes how there is such a thing as the ‘Fog of War’? 
All knowledge is useful, but it should be ‘worn with a 
difference’; the conditions of our own empire and the re- 
sources at our disposal, the topography of countries in 
which we must fight, and how to carry troops over the 
sea are of more immediate value to us than all the vol- 
umes issued by all the military staffs of the continent 
about the mobilization of their hordes of warriors.” Is 
not this equally applicable to our own latitude? Contin- 
uing he says: “The forces in the field of a great military 
power are formed inte several subdivisions which are 
styled armies, and he deals very ably with the necessary 
consequences of this preliminary condition. But where 
are these British armies to be found? they are not in 
any part of Her Majesty’s dominions; our tactical books 
and our weapons may be made by German scholars and 
artisans, but the time has passed when our statesmen 
could call upon peasants from the Maine or the Weser 
to fill our battalions. If Col. Hare’s German authority 
be correct we have no army at all, and therefore there 
was little necessity for rendering all this knowledge into 
English, a language not yet spoken by a ‘nation of sol- 
diers.” . For my own part I should welcome with 
joy the assurance that this generation of Britons was 
never to hear anything further about either the left, 
right or center of the battle of Gravelotte; I cannot care 
how many German warriors hid themselves in the folds 
of the ground at that engagement, or how many were 
huddled together on the Mance bridge, or what might 
have taken place if the whole of that battle had been 
fought in quite a different fashion by every man engaged 
on each side. Possibly the result might have also been 
very different. I am content to know that, as far as we 
can now learn, no English regiment with all its faults 
could have done much worse than some of the best bat- 
talions on both sides, and that the less said about the 
glory or consummate genius of either side the better for 
the reputation of its nation. After being satiated with 
fulsome flattery of the German staff and of German gen- 
erals and German courage for so many years, it is with 
a grim satisfaction that we learn on the authority of the 
last ‘up to date’ research that in point of fact the assail- 
ing battalions in August, 1870, frequently retired after 
aun amount of loss that would not have shaken the least 
hardened soldiers of Cumberland or Wellington.” Still 
less would they have shaken such battalions as fought in 
some of the great battles of our American war. 

Adopting the language of this English writer, we may 
Notwithstanding all our raptures about German 
and German mobilization, our Army is still com- 
posed of various ingredients certainly not made in Ger- 
many and not even guaranteed by a German trademark. 
Indeed, we have recently been led to believe by the 
Anglo-Teutonie school of writers that our military forces 
are at present absolutely useless. While quite admitting 
that much more ought to be done for the Army, we be- 
lieve that it will be done far better and much quicker 
by devising military systems and methods of our own, 
rather than by servile imitation at a long distance of our 
neighbors, who would never have devised their present 
methods if they were situated as we are. Our problem 
is different from that with which England has to deal, 
for there they, at least, have a military organization. We 
have practically no organization at all. In seeking to 
formulate one we will do well to study our own military 
history rather than that of any foreign country. We do 
not mean to say that this is not already understood by 
American soldiers, but that it is a lesson that cannot be 
too frequently or too emphatically forced upon their at- 
tention. We shall have to make use in our next war, as 
we did in the last, of untrained and untried soldiers. We 
must learn how to make them effective, and to learn how 
to employ, what no nation possesses in an equal degree, 
the energy, intelligence, knowledge of mechanical employ- 
ment, and quick adaptability to circumstances of the 
American volunteer. Upon him we have been compelled 
to depend in the past; to him we must look in the future 
for whatever we hope to accomplish. Herein is the proof 
of the wisdom of our present system of bringing our edu- 
cated soldiers as much as possible in contact with the 
men they will have to command in battle. The principles 
of war are enduring; their successful application dependa 
upon a thorough mastery of actual conditions, and these 
upon the time, place and circumstances. 
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Another court of inquiry may grow out of further 
charges which Machinist Hagel, of the ram Katahdin 
will soon file with the Navy Department. Representa- 
tive Woodman, of Chicago, who is acting as Hagel’s 
counsel, called at the Department on Monday and made 
an effort to submit to the Secretary a statement alleging 
neglect on the part of the medical officer of the ram in 
connection with the treatment of Hagel’s finger. Capt. 
F. A. Cook, who is temporarily acting as Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation in Admiral Ramsay’s absence, in- 
formed Mr. Woodman that the Department could not 





receive communications in that way from an enlisted 
man. The statement would have to be submitted through 
the regular channels, that is, through the captain of 
the Katahdin, Comdr. Leary, and in case he failed to 
forward it to the Department then the Department's at- 
tention could be called to the matter direct. This state- 
ment alleges, it is understood, that Hagel had a fight 
about six months ago with a seaman on board the ram 
and had his finger bitten. Blood poisoning set in, and, 
although Hagel called the attention of Passed Asst. 
Surg. Joseph A. Guthrie to his injury, that officer, as he 
alleges, failed to give him the proper treatment. He 
charges neglect against some of the other officers of 
the ship. It is probable that the Department will refer 
the communication upon its receipt to Adml. Bunce for 
his action, and should he think it desirable he will prob- 
ably order a court of inquiry. Hagel is the man who 
recently made charges against Comdr. Leary and Lieut. 
John C. Colwell, involving intoxication, etc., which the 
investigation, as we learn, entirely cleared those offi- 
cers, but will result, it is stated, in the court martial of 
their accusers. His trial will occur when the trial of 
Lieut. Colwell on charges growing out of an altercation 
with one of the ward room servants of the Katahdin is 
concluded and will be for alleged fraudulent enlistment 
and possibly, it is said, making false charges against 
his superior officers. 





A correspondent at Berlin, Germany, writes: “The 
old Army order which prohibits non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates from taking any part whatever in So- 
cialist gatherings has been rather loosely enforced for 
some time, and it had become very common to see sol- 
diers of these grades in attendance at the festive meet- 
ings of Socialists under the red flag. Several soldiers 
were recently arrested for this offense, and this has 
finally awakened the War Ministry, which has produced a 
special edict declaring that non-commissioned officers 
and privates must not be seen at Socialist meetings, nor 
will they be allowed to attend festivities of any kind 
without first obtaining special permission. The order 
does not stop here, but declares that soldiers are liable 
to be severely punished for carrying Socialist newspa- 
pers or other literature into their barracks, or for failing 
to inform their superior officers at once in case they 
shall discover such prohibited literature in any part of 
the barracks.” 


The report had been received at the State Department 
from Minister Terrill in regard to the alleged action of 
Adml. Selfridge in making a demand upon the Governor 
of one of the Turkish Provinces for redress in connection 
with outrages committed on American citizens, State 
Department officials say there would hardly be a clash 
between Adml. Selfridge and Minister Terrill on this 
point for the reason that the instructions to both of these 
officials directed them to co-operate in every way pos- 
sible to secure protection for American interests. If 
Adml. Selfridge made a demand for redress the exi- 
gencies of the occasion must have required such action 
and he would have been upheld by the American Min- 
ister. There is little danger, however, of Adml. Selfridge 
being reprimanded for simply doing his part in taking 
care of Americans and their interests in the Turkish 
empire,

day last placing Brig. Gen. Richard N. Batchelder, Q. 
M. Gen., on the retired list of the Army. The order 
was simple in character. Accompanying the order were 
two memoranda in explanation of the change in form and 
practice over previous orders issued upon the retirement 
of General officers. The fact of the order being so simple 
aroused a great deal of speculation in military circles, 
and by some it was regarded as an attempt on the part 
of the War Department officials to square accounts 
with the retiring officer. It has been repeatedly stated 
that Gen. Batchelder was not on particularly friendly 
terms with Assistant Secretary of War Doe, who issued 
the order, and as an indication of the truth of this re- 
port, the recent controversy these two officials had in 
connection with the appointment of a Quartermaster’s 
clerk in Chicago is pointed to. It is learned at the War 
Department, however, that Secretary Lamont made a 
decision on Friday last just before his departure, which 
directed that the order in Gen. Batchelder’s case should 
be plain and simple. The Adjutant Generai’s office 
brought up the question whether Army Regulation 771, 
of the new volume, should obtain in Gen. Batchelder’s 
case. Secretary Lamont decided that it should. Gen. 
Batchelder had been ill for several weeks, but returned 
to the office on Saturday last and transacted considerable 
business requiring attention, and was on duty on Mon- 
day morning settling up further business which needed 
disposition. During the morning a number of the 
off on duty at the Department called and presented 
the sspects. At noon he laid down the gavel of his 
office . ad shortly afterwards left the Department. Gen. 
Batchelder, it is understood, has determined to go to ‘his 
home for the present, but intends to travel about the 
country, and expects to be in Washington some time 
during each year. 


The paper work required of officers of the line in the 
Austrian Army is illustrated by “Die Reichswehr” as 
follows: “It requires the daily attendance of twenty-eight 
officers and eighteen men to attend to the routine work 
of the regimental and battalion office work of an infantry 
regiment of four battalions.

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SAVAGE ATTACK ON THE SAVAGE GUN. 


To the Editor: 

The newspapers of July 14 published the reports of 
the New York State Board for the selection of a military 
magazine rifle for the National Guard of the State of 
New York, submitted to the Governor for his approval, 
in which the Savage gun is by them recommended for 
adoption. 

Mr. Savage openly boasted that he had secured politi- 
eal influence to have his gun adopted and his boast has 
been realized. The National Guard is left no option, not 
even consulted on the choice of the weapon they have to 
use. As one of the competitors I protest against the 
adoption of the Savage rifle for the following reasons: 

1. The Board of United States officers refused even to 
admit the Savage gun for competition, and, too, on 
sound, substantial reasons. As an inventor of firearms 
and the first practical magazine extant, there is no man 
living to-day who has had more experience in magazine 
guns than I, and I unhesitatiagly state that the rifle in 
question is totally unfit for use as a military rifle, and is 
much inferior to other lever guns of its kind; it is un- 
safe, complicated and wrong in principle. This gun 
costs $20,000 and takes three years to make. Some idea 
may be drawn of its construction from these figures. 
My gun costs, drawings included, less than $700, and 
was made from the drawings in sixty days. 

2. They offer the Savage guns to the State for twenty 
dollars apiece; they cannot produce the gun for twenty- 


five dollars each and hope through political influence to 
be remunerated for the deficiency. Mr. Savage, in my 
hearing, declared that ne was expelled from Mr. Marlin’s 
shop with his gun because it could not be made by that 
clever gunu-maker in New Haven. 

3. The charge of smokeless powder, according to the 
board's circular, was to be 36 grains. I obtained some 
of Savage's cartridges used at the trial and found they 
contained only 30 grains. The cartridges furnished by 
the board which were used in my gun all through con- 
tained 36 grains, a difference of 3,000 pounds pressure 
on the square inch. 

The Board states that my gun broke down; they 
do not state that the Savage gun also broke down, as did 
others. What has my system to do with the barrel, ob- 
tained from the United States Government, that failed 
te withstand the charge of thirty-six grains of smoke- 
less powder? Did my breech action fail? No. When I 
tirst detected the barrel giving I so informed Mr. Bliss, 
expressing my fears that it would fail, at the same time 
stating that 1 had failed to obtain a nickel-steel barrel. 
That gentleman replied: “Try it, it may not give any 
more.” I remarked that if it gave out my system would 
be condemned. His reply was: “We are not testing bar- 
rels, but magazine systems.” Well, the sear of the lock 
broke, a piece a quarter of an inch square, from bad 
workmanship, being burned in hardening and having no 
strain on it but the end pressure of the main spring. 
What has this to do with condemning my gun? 

5. I have said the Savage gun is unsafe and con- 
structed on a wrong principle. I will convince any un- 
prejudiced person who desires to be enlightened by ex- 
plaining the principle by the drawing. If, for instance, 
the little oe on the end of the lever which supports the 
breech should, from any cause, break, and it is only an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, and is more likely to 
break. than my sear, what happens? Back comes the 
bolt and charge on the head of the firer. 

G. The circular calls for a cut-off and an indicator; 
there is no such thing on the Savage gun. A figure ap- 
pears on a drum of the cartridge carrier, which may be 
seen through a hole three-sixteenths of an inch in diam- 
eter, made through the frame of the receiver, which in- 
dicates the number of cartridges in the magazine. In 
the top of the bolt there is another hole, and on the fir- 
ing pin there is a letter, which signifies that the gun is 
at full cock. Instead of these being seen at a glance, 
they are as difficult to see as to be understood, and at 
dusk one would have to strike a match to see the condi- 
tion of the gun. See how the Board gets over these de- 
ficiencies in this gun by stating that they are not used 
any more! 

7. The Board condemns the new United States Army 
rifle, whereas the Savage rifle possesses similar faults, 1. 
e., the magazine requires to be filled by hand, one car- 
tridge at a time. The Board apologizes for this by stat- 
ing that other governments have discarded the use of a 
clip, which is net true. Like the United States Army 
rifle, the Savage breech action is exposed to the access 
of sand, dust and slush, whereas the gun is almost water- 
tight. 

8. The rust test was entirely omitted because the 
Board well knew the Savage gun would not survive it. 

0, The butt-stock, it will be noted, is so poorly secured 
to the receiver that it will be readily broken by a fall, 
supported, as it is, by a small rod running through the 
wood from the butt-plate to the receiver. It has no ram 
or cleaning rod. My gun-stock is firmly secured to the 
receiver and is provided with a ram, or cleaning rod. 

10. I here state, without fear of being correctly con- 
tradicted, that there is not an armorer in the National 
Guard who ean dissemble and assemble the Savage gun 
in two hours who is not educated in its mysteries. My 
gun can be taken apart for cleaning in five seconds by 
any member of the National Guard and assembled, when 
cleaned, in five seconds more, by hand only, without 
the tise of any tool, (Can this be said of the Savage rifle 
with its ant-heap of parts constructed from English and 
American inventions by a born inventor, as Mr. Abell 
characterized Savage in a letter to the New York 
“Times” of Dec, 28, 1895, when Mr. Abell commenced 
to bring Savage into notoriety for reasons the reader 
will understand. I am at a loss to know what the born 
inventor has invented; is it Owen Jones’ bolt or the un- 
derlever or the wire window-shade spring which revolves 
the magazine? Will Mr. Abell answer? 

11. Schedule B, of the Board’s circular, states no rifle 

shall be tested or considered by the Board until the 
Roard is furnished in compliance with Chapter 600 of 
the Laws of 1895. Said laws state that all tests shall 
be confined to magazine rifles of American invention and 
manufacture. Savage, in his application for a United 
States patent, swears he is a subject of the Queen of 
Great Britain. The Board, though informed of this, re- 
fused to notice it, and the Secretary, Mr. Abell, was 
positively angered when told of the fact. A certified 
copy of the patent is in my possession and is dated July 
25, 1893, No. 502,018. 
12. Sufficient time was not allowed inventors to make 
their model guns in the time stipulated by the Board, 
hence many inventors were unable to present guns for 
competition. Had I sufficient time to test my hastily- 
made model I would have discovered its defects. It was 
certainly strange for the Board to make the time for 
delivering the gune to the Board months passed before 
the trials took place. 

13. Mr. Abell cleverly managed to so order the trials 


as to give advantage to the Savage gun, instead of try- 
ing to ascertain the best qualities of each gun. One of 
the Board, after the trials were ended, informed me that 
the Board was unanimously in favor of an under-lever 
gun, but that their report would be that I had the best 
bolt gun in the world. Since the new sear has been put 
in my gun it has fired 1,000 rounds of the same am- 
munition used at the trials by the Board. 

1 now challenge the Savage Company to a test of the 
respective guns—i. e., to follow me in the tests I will 
submit my gun to before a Board of three officers of the 
National Guard, one to be chosen by myself, one by 
Savage, the two so chosen to select a third. 

And here, let me inform the Governor and Adjutant 
General of the State, that it is my intention to serve an 
injunction to restrain them from contracting or purchas- 
ing the Savage gun for the aforesaid reasons.

U. 8S. NAVY REPORTS ON NAVAL MILITIA. 


The report of the board, consisting of Lieuts. Karl 
Rohrer, J. W. Stewart and F. J. Haeseler, U. S. N., 
transmitted by Capt. W. C. Wise, commanding the 
Amphitrite, in regard to the character and scope of the 
drills, instructions, etc., given to the naval militia organi- 
zations of the States of Maryland, North Carolina, and 
Georgia, shows the results of the observations made. In 
the case of the Georgia Naval Militia, Brunswick Co., it 
states that the percentage was 60. There does not ap- 
pear to have been any increase in professional knowledge 
since this company was instructed on board the monitor 
last year. The discipline is the same as last year—fair. 
The officers and petty officers are not very efficient in 
rank and rating; the men are naturally about the same de- 
gree of efficiency. The field of usefulness of this | ody 
when efficiently organized and instructed, would be as an 
auxiliary to any force operating in its neighborhood, and 
to make the first defense of its port or preparation to 
that end. About all respectable classes of men are repre- 
sented in the organization. In the case of the Savannah 
Co., the board found that the character and scope of in- 
struction imparted to it are the same as those given to 
the crew of the monitor, Percentage of attendance was 
66. The company has just completed organization and 
has had _ no opportunity to acquire professional know- 
ledge. The discipline is excellent in view of the short 
time elapsed since the company was organized. The of- 
ficers give promise of becoming very efficient. The per- 


sonnel is promising. 

The attendance of the North Carolina militia was 
about 45 per cent. There seems to be no improvement 
shown over last year’s professional knowledge. Some of 
the officers have some slight krowledge of the profession, 
but evince no desire to impart it to the others.. Disci- 
pline is fair. The officers and petty officers are not very 
efficient in their rank and rating; the men are of about 
the same degree of efficiency. In addition to the regular 
routine drills, the militia exercised at target practice. At 
this exercise many of the officers and men were afraid of 
the guns, and lost all idea of discipline and details. The 
practice was as a rule miserable. The Nantucket was 
found to be in very poor condition, not owing to the 
fault of the militia. In the case of the Maryland militia, 
the percentage of attendance was 85. Considerable pro- 
fessional knowledge was acquired during the week the 
militia was under instruction. Discipline is excellent. 
Officers and men, while lacking professional knowledge, 
due to a want of instruction, were very efficient in their 
various ratings as far as their knowledge went and 
showed great desirc to learn and profit by instruction 
given. At the end of the instruction the crews at the 
guns in particular showed marked proficiency. The Dale 
was thoroughly inspected and found to be in an excellent 
state of cleanliness and order. 


PASSED ASSISTANT PAYMASTER WEBSTER. 
The Judge Advocate of the Navy has rendered a long 
opinion in the case of P. A. Paymr. Edwin B. Webster, 
U. S. N., who was tried by court martial on the charges 


of “scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of 
good morals,” “falsehood,” and “conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman.” Webster had received $2,500 
from the mother of his clerk. This money her family, 
the mother being dead, declared was put in Webster's 
hands as bond for the fidelity of the clerk. Webster de- 
clared that it was as a loan. It was on this issue of 
fact that the case turned. The court found the accused 
guilty and sentenced him to dismissal. The Judge Ad- 
vocate criticises the court for errors in the admission of 
testimony, but recommended that their sentence be ap- 
proved, The Secretary agrees with Judge Adv. Gen, 
lemly that the court erred in the admission of testimony 
but does not accept all of his conclusions on this subject. 
As to the merits of the case Secretary Herbert says: 

“If the accused is entitled to the benefit of every doubt 
which may reasonably arise from the evidence, and if 
the benefit of that doubt is to be accorded to him in the 
consideration of every portion of the evidence, then it is 
fair to assume that W. J. Tobin and Paymr. Webster 
both treated this transaction as a loan. They are pre- 
sumed to have known its nature, and in the light of 
these facts and circumstances it cannot be assumed as 
proven that, when Paymr. Webster asserted in his letter 
to the Navy Department that this transaction was a 
loan, and was in no sense a bond, he was guilty of de- 
liberate falsehood. It is true that although, even if the 
contention of the accused be admitted that this transac- 
tion was a loan by W. J. Tobin to him, it would, never- 
theless, have been a security in his hands, and, therefore, 
in the nature of a bond, because, in a suit to recover it, 
he might have pleaded any dereljction of his clerk by 
which he had lost money as a set-off, but it cannot be 
assumed that this legal result was in the mind of Web- 
ster when he was asserting that this transaction was a 
loan and not in the nature of a bond. The receipt given 
at Shanghai ‘on account of loan,’ is so strong to show 
that two of the parties to this transaction treated it as 
a loan, that the Department feels impelled to declare 
that this case is not made out beyond a reasonable doubt. 
No matter what the original contract shows on its face; 
no matter what may be its legal significance; the issue 
here does not arise upon the true interpretation of that 
instrument. The question is, how did Webster under- 
stand it. If he understood it and treated it as a loan, it 
cannot be affirmed that he is guilty. 

“The transaction, however, it must be said in conclu- 
sion is, in any sense in which it may be viewed, disgrace- 
ful to Paymr. Webster, and to the Navy. It would seem 
to have been a violation of the spirit if not of the letter of 
Section 1,781, of the Revised Statutes. It is scandalous 
that Paymr. Webster should fail to pay back, after the 
termination of the service of Tobin, money received by 
him in consideration of Tobin’s appointment as clerk. 
And should he, for any great length of time in the 


future, persist in this failure, the Department may l» 
expected to proceed further in this matter. The failure 
hereafter, to pay this money, will be a new and disting 
creeee -~ covered by anything which has occurred jy 
this trial. 

“For the reasons herein stated, the proceedings, find. 
ings, and sentence of the court, in_the foregoing cag 
are disapproved. P. A. Paymr. Webster is released 
from arrest and restored to duty.”

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


The fourth week at the New York State Camp of In- 
struction near Peekskill, beginning Saturday afternoon, 
July 18, was given up to the 9th Regt., of N. Y., under 
command of Col. William Seward; the Sth and 10th 
Sep. Cos., of Newburgh, Capts. James T. Chase and 
William Goldsmith Hunter, respectively commanding; 
the 24th Sep. Co., of Middletown, Capt. Ames Everett 
McIntyre, and the 37th Sept. Co., of Schenectady, Capt. 
Frank Bauder; the Sep. Cos. named forming what was 
known as the 4th Provisional Battn., under command 
of Capt. Chase. 

The organizations named reached camp about 3 
o’clock, and reported for duty as follows:

Twenty-five members of the 2d Battery, under com- 
mand of Ist Lieut. William Livingston Wenssnn, also 
reported for duty with twenty-three horses and 2 guns. 
Sixteen members of the battery had been regularly de- 
tailed by order from general headquarters. The other 
nine, with Lieut. Flanagan, were here voluntarily for 
practice work. They were provided with quarters hy 
the State; that is all. Lieut. Flanagan, who is 
a most popular and efficient officer, has three horses of 
his own here. The regiment did not make a very pre- 
sentable appearance coming into camp. Officers and 
enlisted men wore their fatigue uniform and white hel- 
mets, Some wore leggins; others did not. They general- 
ly looked dirty—inexcusably so. An officer attached to 
post headquarters speaking of the condition of the regi- 
ment on entering camp, said it was the most unsatisfac- 
tory showing he had ever seen. The work of the ad- 
vance guard was executed as though the men had had 
absolutely no instruction. The first night’s parade wax 
the worst exhibition on the part of a regiment that 
has been seen at camp thus far. The formations were 
slow and the alignments simply abominable, neither 
officers, guides, or file closers made any pretence of 
covering. The Provisional Battn., with the assistance 
of Capt. N. B. Thurston, of the 22d Regt., who was 
detailed to supervise the work of this command in camp, 
did much better. The manual of arms was slovenly exe- 
cuted by the regiment, and the passage of the regiment 
prior to dismissal was little better, intervals, distances 
and alignments generally being very poor. The orders 
were not correctly published by the Adjutant, and 
retreat was poorly sounded by the field music, Of 
course, the regiment improved later, but the improve- 
ment was not as manifest as it should have been, and 
this was regretted, especially with so excellent a record 
of attendance. The regiment's poor facilities for instrue- 
tion may account for its showing, but even desiring to 
be_ lenient, it was not very progressive. . 

In forming regimental line the Yth tried a 12th Regt. 
movement, the two battalions which had been formed 
facing each other, moving toward each other by com- 
panies in columns of fours, and then executing fours 
left and right, column left and right, and on left and right 
into line, respectively. The movement is a very pretty 
one when properly executed, but the time and distan@es 
were misjudged, and a bad break was the result. The 
Ist Battn., after forming line had to be marched by 
the left flank toward the 2d, closing in to its proper 
distance. The Provisional Battn., which had formed 
in rear of the 2d Battn. of the 9th, was practically 
in position after the latter command had moved off. 
On each succeeding night, however,, the Provisional 
Battn. formed on the color line, and then broke from 
the right and marched to the left in column of fours, 
executing column right, and on right into line, thus 
forming the left battalion of the regiment in line. 
The senior line officer, after the Adjutant had com- 
manded “Officers, center march!” gave the command, 
“Officers, forward; guide, center march!’ The word 
“officers” is superfluous. The first guard mount on 
Sunday morning, like the first parade, was very poor, 
many of the men were very dirty and were ordered 
to their quarters by Lieut. Col. Butt, the Inspector of 
Guard Duty and supernumeraries were called upon to 
take their place. The orderlies for post and regimental 
headquarters, who are selected for neatness, cleanli- 
ness and soldierly appearance, were all taken from the 
Sep. Co. details. The details did not form line prop- 
erly, and were twice sent back and made to reform. 
The Sergeant Major was sharply criticised by Lieut. 
Col, Butt. At 10:45 on Sunday divine service ,.was 
conducted on the bluff just back of post headquarters, 
by the Rev. Newland Maynard, Chaplain of the 9th. 
who preached a strong and forceful sermon.  Instru- 
mental music for the occasion was furnished by mem- 
bers of the post band. The parade of Sunday even- 
ing was a big improvement over that of Saturday 
night. It was again taken by Col. Seward. Monday 
morning’s guard mount also was an improvement over 
that of Sunday. The men were .much cleaner, and 
had profited by the experience of the previous day's 
guard. The sentry duty, however, was bad. The 
men invariable kept their pieces at a shoulder while 
calling. The calls were not promptly or properly re- 
peated, and little or no attention in many instances 
was paid to instructions given. This was the case 
nearly all the week. 

Early morning and forenoon drills were conducted 
during the week, as prescribed. Officers and men gen- 
erally were very slow at first, but gradually awakened to 
a realization of the work required of them. For the 
first part of the week the early drills were by platoon 
in the extended order, and the forenoon drills by bat- 
talion in closed order. The latter part of the week com- 
between companies and alignments, however, during the 
early morning, and regimental drills in closed order 
in the forenoon. 


From Thursday to Saturday. 


On Thursday afternoon, July 16, the troops assem- 
bled for review by Adjt. Gen. McAlpin, who was at- 
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tended by nearly all the officers attached to post head- 
quarters in full dress uniform and mounted. The cere- 
mony was a very pretty one, and officers and enlisted 
men acquitted themselves very crediiably, distances 
between colums and alignments, however, during the 
passage in review were very uneven. The horse ridden 
by Acting Adjt. Stivers, of the Provisional Battn., ran 
away. Regimental parade followed and was one of the 
best of the week. 

Col. Goodman James Greene, Asst. Inspr. Gen., looked 
after the Ist Battn. of the Yth, commanded by Maj. 
Solomon E. Japha, Maj. Robert Mansfield Harding. of 
the 74th Regt., supervised the work of the 2d Battn., 
comennnsed by Maj. George T. Lorigan, while Capt. 

B. Thurston, of the 22d Regt., devoted his time and 
amine to the Provisional Battn. The criticisms 
upon the work of the guardsmen by the officers named 
during the week follows: 

Col. Greene, speaking of the 
work showed improvement, but that that was all he 
could say. He declined to say whether the work was 
satisfactory, or whether the improvement was as marked 
as it should have been, on the ground that as Assistant 
Inspector General he was compelled to make a report 
ef his observations of the work of this command, and 
that it would not be proper to anticipate such report. 
Maj. Harding was more outspoken with regard to the 
work of the 2d Battn. He said just what he meant, 
and meant just what he said, and w as quite willing that 
it should go into print. He said: “Some improvement 
was shown toward the end of the week, but not as much 
as there should have been. The improvement noted 
varied in the several companies, that shown by Co. A, 
Capt. Samuel 8S. O’Connor, being most marked. Co. K, 
Capt. William F. Morris, came next in order. In Co. 
I, Capt. Charles Edward Kohlberger, however, there 
was absolutely no improvement. The commanding offi- 
cer is superannuated and absolutely useless, and is a 
detriment to the company and to the re giment. 

These remarks apply especially to the early morning 
drills in the extended order. ‘The forenoon drills by 
battalion in closed order, also were not up to the stand- 
ard, The trouble is due to weak officers and to lack of 
proper instruction on the part of officers and non-commis- 
sions. The guides also were poor. 

Capt. N. B. Thurston, of the 22d Regt., who looked 
after the Provisional Battn., said, concerning this com- 


lst Battn., said the 


mand: “The work of the companies showed improve- 
ment daily, and the battalion, as a whole, did excellent 
work. The step at first was slow, and I kept banging 


at this all the week until the men got right out, as they 
should. This improvement, noted at the early morning 
drills, was particularly marked. This, however, is gen- 
erally the case, as the men are nearly always new at 
first in extended order +e: —o 

On Saturday morning Col. R. H. Hall, U. 8S. A., had 
Acting Maj. Chase put the Sapien through a num 
ber of movements suggested by the former, aud was se 
well pleased with the work that within half an hour 
after the drill commenced the Colonel left the com- 
mand thoroughly satisfied with its work. That the 
enlisted men of the Provisional Battn. held just as 
good an opinion of their instructor (Capt. Thurston), is 
evident from the fact that just after dinner on Saturday 
they presented him with a handsome saber. 

Of the sentry duty pe formed by members of the 9th 
Regt., Lieut. Col. Butt said: “It was the poorest we 
have had. It was not at all up to the standard. The 
men were dirty and their rifles were dirty. The calls 
were not properly repeated, and the work was most 
unsatisfaciory all the way through.” Adjt. Gen. 
McAlpin, when questioned, declined to express an opin- 
ion concerning the condition or work of the 9th Regt. 
in cemp: “You have not heard me say anything about 
the 9th, have you?” he asked the “Army and Navy 
Journal” representative, and upon receiving a reply in 
the negative said, ““Well, I will be satisfied with what 
you say.” 

One thing that was particularly noticeable was that 
the officers of the 9th, in many instances were entirely 
too familiar with the enlisted men, and vice versa. 

On their arrival in camp and at evening parades the 
field officers of the 9th Regt. wore baldrics in spite of the 
attention called to this matter by Inspr. Gen. Frederick 
C. McLewee in a recent report. The white helmets and 
trousers of the 9thRegt. officers as well as those worn by 
the enlisted men were of various shades, from milk 
white to a dirty buff, and were in many cases very 
dirty. The field music was much mixed at retreat, and no 
two nights was it sounded alike, sometimes no bugles 
were used, at other times no drums, while again both 


were heard. This gave rise to much confusion, and as a 

result the sunset gun was seldom fired at the proper 
time. The weather was fair until Friday morning, 
when, perhaps, for the first time in the history of the 
camp, ponchos were worn by officers and men of the 
new guard. The battery detail, under Lieut. Flanagan, 
did some remarkably clever work with their breech- 
loading guns every afternoon between 1:30 and 3:30.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The recent Division Encampment of the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, from July 18 to 25, was cer- 
tainly one of the most, if not the most, successful in its 
history. The camping parties sent in advance by each 
regiment arrived at Lewistown on Thursday, only to find 
Division Headquarters already established. The de- 
tuils were composed of experienced men, and under the 
skilled direction of the Division Quartermaster had the 
camp in readiness by the time appointed for the arrival 
of the various commands. Many of the regiments ar- 
rived on Friday morning, but the 1st Brigade (which 
did not leave Philadelphia until 9 o’clock and after) and 
some,of the regiments of the 3d Brigade, arrived be- 
tween 2 and 7 o’cl.ck Saturday morning and by 9 o'clock, 
the hour appointed for the formal opening of the camp, 
every organization had reported for duty. The prompt- 
ness and order with which some of these regiments de- 
trained, unloaded their baggage and settled down in 
their quarters, on a dark night, and after a tedious ride, 
is deserving of praise. It is worthy of note that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad is in thorough accord with the 
military authorities. Some of us will not soon forget the 
remarkable mobilization of the entire Pennsylvania 
Guard at Homestead within thirty-two hours after 
the orders were issued, a feat which the railroad as well 
us the Guard may well be proud. This is not the di- 
vision’s first visit to Lewistown, an encampment having 
been held there in 1882. It is a matter of surprise why 
so many years were allowed to elapse between the visits, 
for it would be difficult to find a more beautiful and 
healthy spot, or one better adapted to the varied needs 
of so large a body of men, and we can only admire the 
public spirit of the citizens of Lewistown who sub- 
scribed the $4,500 necessary to secure the site for the 


time named for the encampment. The site was a seg- 
ment of some 450 acres, bounded by the railroad em- 


bankment and the Juniata River, which here describes 
almost a half circle. Each brigade camp was widely sep- 
arated from its neighbor and had its rear resting on the 
river.

essential facts that active service would necessitate. It 
has been said that the militia is becoming a machine 
that grinds up the men into a routine existence that 
marks the regular Army, and to a degree this is true, 
save that the social feature to an extent that is not a 
detriment is not nor will not be eliminated. The work 
of the brigade was a striking exemplification of what the 
volunteer soldiers can become, when the officers and men 
co-operate for the good of the service, and the utmost 
harmony that prevailed did much to bring out the good 
points of the command. The departure from the old and 
tiresome rut that became a constant repetition of routine, 
to the advanced studies in field work and outpost duty 
aroused the enthusiasm of both officers and men. The 
entrenchments, which were built with implements that 
would be used in real engagements, demonstrated the 
quick perception that intelligence combined with a little 
study can produce. The outpost duties, giving by details 
a field officer from each infantry command a problem in 
reconnaissance; establishing a line of defense against an 
imaginary enemy, locating and explaining the facilities 
afforded by nature for repelling a foe; surveying and pre- 
senting topographical maps of the surroundings, a general 
course of stragetical maneuvers, all produced an invigor- 
ating effect on the men, who worked bike beavers through- 
out the week. The secret of the success seems to exist 
in the theory that to get the best work out of the en- 
listed man, who is the foundation stone of the militia, is 
to give him work to do that will keep him interested. No 
reasonable comparison would permit the selection of any 
one regiment or battalion as the superior, because of the 
genuine earnestness displayed by all to attain proficiency. 
The infantry were equal to all occasions, the cavalry did 
more duty, and did it well, than in any previous year. 
The work of the artillery reflects great credit to the men 
of Battery A, and the Signal Corps fairly opened the 
eyes of those who doubted their efficiency. The intelli- 
gent service of the Ambulance Corps attested their true 
value in the branch they represent. Military courtesy 
was carefully rendered. The strictest disciplinarian 
could not have questioned the conduct of the men as a 
body; after taps the order maintained was so much im- 
proved that it seemed like @& calm before the inevitabie 
pandemonium of former years, but to the credit of the 
men it can be truthfully said that their conduct was ex- 
emplary, and will do more to elevate the militia in the 
estimation of its critics than any other feature of the 
camp. Concisely, the camp of the 2d Brigade was an 
honor to the commonwealth, and will stand for the ex- 
ample to be emulated in the future.” 


CONNECTICUT. 


At the encampment of the Connecticut National Guard 
at the State Camp ground, Niantic, Aug. 17-22, civilians 
will only be admitted by pass from brigade headquarters. 
Blank passes have been issued at the rate of 100 for each 
company. Passes given out by enlisted men must be 
signed by their company commander, and in all cases a 
person giving a pass will be held responsible for the 
visitor. The Quartermaster General’s Department com- 
menced pitching the camp _on the 27th inst., and has 
drawn from the general Government 2,000 tent pins, 
2,000 pairs infantry leggins, 150 dress coats for musi- 
cians, 150 pairs musicians’ trousers, 350 pairs trousers, 
150 pairs chevrons, forty trumpet cords and twenty-four 
shelter tents for the Brigade Signal Corps, for use on the 
field duty the corps will perform the first two days of 
camp week, when a heliograph line will be established 
between Hartford and the camp and New Haven and the 
camp. The total length of the line will be about seventy- 
five miles, with three terminal and three intermediate 
stations. The corps will march on to the stations Mon- 





day morning (on bicycles), with complete field equipment, 
shelter tents, blankets, rations, instruments, etc., main- 
tain the line till Tuesday noon, and then march to camp. 
Some of the sections will have a march of sixty miles. 
The entire brigade is to be supplied with new blue web 
belts before camp. 


NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS.

The detail for 
the first guard is: Officer for the day, Capt. Healy; offi- 
cers of the guard, Lieuts. Clark and Guilfoyle. Col. 
Smith directs the officers of the regiment to provide them- 
selves with the new forage cap. 

Mr. Edward Kemp, of the 7th Regt., N. Y. Veterans, 
has invited the officers of the active regiment to dine 
with him at his residence, at Sea Bright, N. J., on Satur- 
day, Aug. 8. It has been decided to light the armory by 
electricity during the coming drill season, 

An interesting feature at the State Camp of New York 
from Aug. 1 to 15 will be Troop F, 3d_U. 8. Cav., Capt. 
Dodd, from Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. The regulars, it is 
expected, will form an object lesson for Troop C, from 
the 2d Brigade, which will occupy the camp from Aug. 1 
to 8. There have been representations from the United 
States artillery in camp, but the cavalry will be repre- 
sented there for the first time. Capt. Dodd’s troop is 
said to be one of the best drilled in the Army.
